since November 9 
This would place th** plane in til* 
A ngularia river valley, where recent I 
dispatches from Moscow reported a 
plane wrecked. 
W ith its cabin split til** wreckage 
of the plane was strewn over a wide 
urea. 
Fell Front H i g h A l t i t u d e 
The cruft had fatten apparently 
from a high altitude 
The motor 
liad been torn from the futflage and 
hurled more than one hundred feet 
from the ship, the right wing was 
demolished and the tail was torn oft 
A search of the deep snow, which 
had drifted over the wreckage, re­ 
vealed no trace of the flyers. 
Pilots Joe Cresson and Harold 
Gillam. who made the discovery, 
said Eielson and Borland must have 
been killed at the moment of im­ 
pact. 
Details of the find wi re com m uni­ 
cated to Beattie Times Saturday in 
radio messages from Marion Swen­ 
son. marooned on the fur-trading 
ship Nnnuk at North Cape 
Eielson 
and Borland left Teller, Alaska. No­ 
vember 9 for North Cape to tra n s­ 
port passenger* and furs from the 
Manuk to Nome 
TJiey were never 
seen again. 
Exposed Cabin Sighted I lest 
erosion first sighted thp Eielson 
rf dane, the dispatches said. 
His at- • 
tention was attracted to the spot 
where the exposed cabin of the 
plane glistened in the sunlight 
He 
signaled to G Ilium, and both alight­ 
ed on the snow. Oillam said he had 
previously scouted over the spot, but 
laded to see the plane because of 
poor visibility, 
The two men found a supply of 
provisions in the cabin, untouched 
A slab of bacon tell out of the cock­ 
pit when C ra to n ope nod one of the 
doors, which had escaped jamming 
in the crash. 
found Ten Miles Inland 
The fusilage was found about ten 
miles inland on the island 
It was 
near a reindeer camp where herders 
had reported hearing an airplane 
November 9, but had been unable to 
.see it bec ause of fog 
Cresson and Gillam planned a n ­ 
other flight to the island, taking 
men with them to clear away the 
snow in a search for th** bodies. 
Dog Banus from the Nanuk, led by 1 
native drivers, left far tile wreck! 
Friday night, carrying supplies a n d ; 
fuel. Search for the bodies may bet 
a protracted one. because of deep 
snow

Continuing the local m inister de­ 
clared th a t the opponents of pro­ 
hibition claim It Is wrong because 
it cannot be enforced 
To this the 
Rev. Mr. Bowman said: 
Murder, Stealing 
“We have had laws against m ur­ 
der in civilized lands ever since 
Moses lived about 3.000 years ago. 
But America in a recent year had 
12 000 murders. 
Why not 
repeal 
this law against m urder? 
It too is 
not enforced. 
There have always 
been laws against stealing. 
But 
stealing has not stopped. 
Banditry 
and m urder have not been stopped 
in 3.000 years, yet they think be­ 
cause drinking has not been stopped 
in IO 
years It cannot be enforced. 
For the same reason we m ight argue 
th a t no law can be enforced, for no 
law is enforced IOO per cent. 
“It is not true that w’e have more 
drinking under prohibition than we 
had before. I have seen less drunk­ 
en m en in the last five years than 
I often saw’ In one afternoon or 
evening before we had prohibition.

America has more radios, autos, 
electric labor saving m achinery than 
any other nation. 
Drink has no 
place in our modern age of m a­ 
chinery. 
Five people 
are 
killed 
daily now in Pennsylvania by autos 
and over 4,000 drivers had their li­ 
censes revoked last year because of 
drink. 
W hat would be the result if 
we were not under prohibition? 
* W here it concerns our own per­ 
sonal safety even the most ardent 
wet is out of sympathy with his own 
cause. 
He may want liquor, but he 
would not ride on a train with a 
drunken engineer or in an auto with 
a drunken driver. 
"Our flag has severed its connec­ 
tion with the liquor traffic. 
May 
the day never come when it shall 
again be tainted with an institution 
th a t makes drunkards who accord­ 
ing to scripture have no place in 
the kingdom of heaven."
